throughout the world might do well to tread warily. Immediate 
dangers of some disintegration of European trade and even of 
some deflation loom larger than the loriger prospect of booms 
in capital goods and consumer durables or tho still more distant 
prospect of the Common Market and Free Trade Area. 

It ig becoming a commonplace that these freer trading arrange- 
ments might not work without a readjustment or unpogeing of European’ 
exchange rates; there is a serious question whether they could work 
with those devices either.
